-It is 
of record that when Emperor Fran- 
vis Joseph of Austria visited Jeru- 
salem ke passed throuch its: ancient 
streeta arm-in-arm with Fisen Back, 
and there is little doubt that’ the 
sun at the same time was honored 
with the Emperor's attentions. 

But a change came, when Samyel 
Back fost his fortune in building op- 
arations, and he wandered across 
Europe, a broken aud dejected man, 
jeaving behind him in the land of 
bis fathers his wife and daughter. 


Reaching London avyear ago, he 
drifted to the Eastend, where, in 
Dunk street, one of the gloomy by- 
ways near Black Lane, he hired
